‘WE MUST SAVE 

OUR HORTON’ 


A MOTHER or newborn baby will 
die if devastating cuts are made to 
Banbury’s Horton Hospital, cam¬ 
paigners have said. 

Hundreds of people - including new 
and expectant mums - gathered outside 
the hospital entrance on Saturday night 
to protest at the proposed cuts to the 
midwifery service. 

Oxford University NHS Foundation 
Trust, which runs the unit, is plan¬ 
ning to make Horton midwife-led by the 
end of September if more staff are not 
found. This means women experiencing 
difficulties would have to go elsewhere 
as no specialists would be on site. 

But mum-of-three Lisa Marsdon, from 
Banbury, said the consequences of the 
cuts could be devastating. 

She said: “With my first born I spent 
quite a few weeks in and out of hos¬ 
pital. I can’t even imagine what that 
would have been like if I had to do that 
in Oxford. My second son was a high- 
risk pregnancy and it would have been 
really tough to get to Oxford. I do feel 
for mums who need a quick c-section. 
Somebody, whether it’s a mother or a 
baby, is going to die, bottom line.” 

Keith Strangwood, chairman of Keep 
the Horton General campaign group, 
said the protest was held to raise nub-

lie awareness. He said: “Anyone with 
a high risk birth - and there’s no such 
thing as a low risk birth - they might 
have to be transferred to the JR in the 
middle of labour. And in rush hour that 
could take up to three hours.” 

As part of the protest, campaigners 
sang a specially-adapted version of One 
Direction’s History. 

It included the lyrics “Banbury’s got a 
whole lot of history, we must keep the 
doctors there, at our maternity, The 
Horton has got a whole lot of history, so 
don’t close it down, we can make some 
more, we can live forever.” 

MP for Banbury Victoria Prentis 
told the crowd: “I was born here. My 
children were cared for here. Lots 
of us are hoping to one day have our 
children here. We need to put a lot of 
pressure on this summer, we need to 
ask the difficult questions. I for one 
am not sure the Trust are doing every¬ 
thing they can.” 

Mum-to-be Sophie Streeton, 31, of- 
Banbury, who is due in September, 
said: “As much as I want a natural 
birth, the idea that any complication 
could mean a 45 minute trip to the JR 


is terrifying.” 

A decision on the Horton will be made 
in late August. It says it is struggling to 
recruit enough middle-grade doctors 
for the unit to offer services safely 

In June the Banbury Cake revealed 
how the trust planned to save £2.2m by 
moving maternity consultants to the 
John Radcliffe and scrapping a special¬ 
ist baby care unit.

Rail disruption kept to a 


COUNCIL officers have warned 
residents and businesses they are 
taking zero-tolerance to serving alcohol 
to under 18s. 

Cherwell District Council is asking 
people to work together to reduce 
opportunities for children to access 
alcohol over the summer holidays. 

The council’s lead member for public 
protection Tony Ilott said: “We are not 
intending to be killjoys - the exact 
opposite. 

“We want our young people to enjoy 
their summer for all of the right 
reasons and that means being able to 
make good, safe decisions with a clear 
head. 

“It is no secret that alcohol can cloud 
judgement and make people vulnerable. 
While incidents of child sexual 
exploitation are incredibly rare, they do 
happen and it is circumstances such as 
someone being drunk that perpetrators 
take advantage of. 

Premises that sell alcohol to somebody 
under 18 can be fined up to £20,000 and 
at risk of closure, and anyone buying 
alcohol for a minor could be fined up to 
£5,000. 


Action over drones 

POLICE have issued new guidance 
about the use of “flying robots”. 

Thames Valley Police said unmanned 
aerial vehicles - known as ‘drones’ - are 
becoming more popular but warned “a 
minority of users continue to fly them 
irresponsibly.” 

The misuse of drones is a criminal 
offence, the force said. Users are not al¬ 
lowed to fly them higher than 400ft in 
altitude or further than 500 metres away 
horizontally without special permission 
from the Civil Aviation Authority.

Beginning of major railway 
work sees less chaos than 
predicted for commuters

PREDICTIONS of chaos on the 
railways proved unfounded on 
Monday morning as commut¬ 
ers dealt with the first week¬ 
day of travel since two sec¬ 
tions of the line were shut. 

Great Western Railway halted 
services between Oxford and 
Didcot Parkway on Saturday and 
between Oxford and Banbury on 
Sunday 

The closures will allow work 
to take place to protect a section 
of the track from flooding and to 
make signalling improvements 
and carry out repairs on bridges. 
Rail replacement buses are run¬ 
ning between Oxford and Didcot 
parkway every 12 minutes. 

There are also replacement ser¬ 
vices between Bicester Village 
station and Banbury and between 
Oxford and Banbury as well as 
from Didcot Parkway to Leaming¬ 
ton Spa. 

But some of the buses leaving 
Oxford station yesterday morning 
were not full and the station ap¬ 
peared to be quieter than usual. 

Student Maria Gonzales, 22, had 


travelled to Oxford yesterday from 
London to visit a friend. 

She said: “My journey has been 
okay. I did not particularly like 
having to change in Didcot and get 
a bus but it was fairly quick. 

“I did not know about the closure 
until I travelled, if I had known I 
might have decided to come to Ox¬ 
ford Parkway instead.” 

Fellow commuter Aidan Collins, 


who had travelled into the city 
from Didcot, was pleased with the 
work. “It has been fairly well man¬ 
aged and run properly which is 
good,” he said. 

The line between Oxford and 
Didcot will reopen on August 15, 
with the Banbury line set to open 
again on Sunday. 

The closure from Oxford to 
Leamington Spa and Bicester 


North, which also came into force 
on Saturday, will last until Mon¬ 
day, August 8 while the Oxford to 
Hanborough line will shut for five 
days from Wednesday 
Network Rail spokesman Mat¬ 
thew Thompson said: “We have 
been working hard over the past 
few months to ensure disruption 
to people using the service was 
minimised.”

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Historic rail building is demolished after 165 years of service to network 

Change signals end of era

AFTER 165 years of seeing 
trains in and out of Banbury 
station the stop’s signalmen 
have worked their last shift. 

The London Marylebone to Bir¬ 
mingham Moor Street train that 
travelled through the station on 
Friday night was the last before 
the old signalling system was 
signed out of use after midnight 
on Saturday. 

Work then began on a nine-day 
project to install new colour-light 
signals, new tracks and a new plat¬ 
form. 

It will see trains between Oxford 
and Banbury suspended for the 
rest of this week. 

Three hours after the 116-year- 
old south signal box at the station 
was handed over to engineers at 
Banbury it was demolished, with 
a few instruments salvaged for 
spares. 

The similar north signal box will 
survive for another 10 weeks to al¬ 
low tours, visits and events to give 
it a fitting send off. 

Between August 10 and October 
2 there will be free public guided 
tours and school visits which will 
demonstrate how signal boxes 
work and will teach about railway 
safety and the dangers of railway 
trespass. 

rob kinchin-smith, of RPS Plan¬ 
ning and Development, said he 
was keen to get as many people in¬ 


volved as possible. 

He said: “As north box is due to 
go the way of south on October 8, 
any empty slot is an opportunity 
wasted. 

“Given the educational role that 
heritage signal boxes present, we 
are particularly keen to see more 
groups from local primary and 


secondary schools as soon as the 
holidays are over.” 

More than 1,000 people have al¬ 
ready signed up for the tours as 
well as local Cub, Scout, Beaver 
and Sea Scout groups and Kings 
Sutton and Harriers primary 
schools. 

The north signal box is now 


switched off and disconnected but 
work will be carried out this week 
to make the bells, lights and levers 
work so that tours are as lifelike as 
possible.

Angry judge attacks CPS as sex attack case against man is dropped over ‘serious failures’

A JUDGE has blasted the 
prosecution service for its “in¬ 
competent” handing of a sex 
offences case which “should 
never” have been brought to 
court. 

Judge Peter Ross slammed the 
Crown Prosecution Service for 
pursuing allegations against a 
man despite there being no realis¬ 
tic prospect of conviction. 

His damning remarks came mo¬ 
ments after he discharged the man, 
who we have decided not to name, 
on the first day of his trial follow¬ 
ing a lack of evidence offered by 
the prosecution. 

The CPS has since bowed down to 
the judge, accepting it should not 
have persisted with the case. 

During his tirade at Oxford 
Crown Court on Monday, Judge 
Ross said: “There is only one word 
to use about the Crown’s conduct 
about this case, incompetent. 

“I am told these cases are given 
the closest care and attention. If 
that is the case, I dread to think 
what is happening to those cases 
that don’t get the closest care and 
attention. To say what has hap¬ 
pened in this case is regrettable, 
would be the understatement of 
the year. 


“I’m very angry, yes. Why? Be¬ 
cause this court is here to do jus¬ 
tice and whatever the outcome, no 
one can say that justice has been 
done. When people don’t do their 
jobs properly in the criminal jus¬ 
tice system, justice is at risk.” 

The man previously denied two 
counts of sexual assault alleged to 
have taken place last year. 

But on the morning of the trial, 
Judge Ross expressed his “grave 
concerns” to prosecutor James 
Keeley of the CPS’ plans to contin¬ 
ue with the trial after reading the 
case papers himself in “disbelief”. 

The former prosecution barris¬ 
ter criticised the CPS’ refusal to 
call a witness initially relied upon 
- whose evidence would have sup¬ 
ported the defendant’s version of 
events. 

Mr Keeley claimed the witness’ 
evidence was served to the defence 
by mistake, blaming an unfortu¬ 
nate “administrative” error. 

But Judge Ross denounced the 
claims, deeming the excuse “sim¬ 
ply preposterous” and “impossible 
to comprehend”, adding the Crown 
had a “duty” to call the witness. 

He went on to say refusal to call 
the witness would have forced the 
defence to quiz the alleged victim 
on matters which would have been 
“humiliating” for her. 

The judge added: “It is terrible 
that the Crown was prepared to 
put her into that position. 


“A prosecutor, like an investi¬ 
gating officer, must look at all the 
evidence and pursue matters that 
lead away from the defendant, as 
well as matters that lead towards 
the defendant’s guilt.” 

Judge Ross also said it was “whol¬ 
ly unfair” the man and his barris¬ 
ter, Alexander Taylor-Camara, dis¬ 
covered the prosecution intended 
to add an additional charge of at¬ 
tempted rape to the indictment on 
the morning of trial, despite hav¬ 
ing about nine months to prepare. 

Speaking to the Banbury Cake, 
Mr Taylor-Camara said he was 
“taken aback” by this, claiming the 
case was already “pretty weak”. 

He said: “The CPS has to make 
hard decisions, even if it is not 
to the liking of the complainant. 
Merely just saying ‘we are going to 
prosecute’ does not help anyone.” 

The defence barrister went on 
to say the man had been unable to 
move on with his life while wait¬ 
ing for the trial, adding: “All of 
the damage has already been done. 
There are going to be people who 
are still regarding him as a sexual 
predator and somebody who has 
assaulted somebody, irrelevant of 
the result. 

“He has had to deal with the 
smearing eyes and looks and ru¬ 
mours, in the best way he can, 
knowing that people are viewing 
him in that way and the only way 
he can clear his name is when the 


case has concluded.” 

A Thames and Chiltern Crown 
Prosecution Service spokesman 
said: “We acknowledge the Judge’s 
comments and the Chief Crown 
Prosecutor has already spoken to 
the Judge in person. 

“We accept that we should have 
made the decision to drop this case 
earlier in the proceedings. The 
case will now be reviewed by a sen¬ 
ior prosecutor and lessons learnt 
from any identified failings.” 

In January this year, Judge Ross 
condemned the CPS for its deal¬ 
ing with a case which saw jurors 
acquit Jed Francis of raping a 
woman twice outside Oxford Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court. 

The judge deemed the case “trou¬ 
bling” because of “serious fail¬ 
ures” by prosecutors, who should 
have realised there was no realis¬ 
tic prospect of conviction. 

But the CPS told the Banbury 
Cake prosecutors were satisfied 
there was enough evidence to se¬ 
cure a conviction. In 2014 we re¬ 
vealed that Thames Valley’s Crown 
Prosecution Service was one of the 
worst performing in the country. 

A damning report into the CPS 
division, which handles prosecu¬ 
tions at Oxfordshire’s crown and 
magistrates’ courts, highlighted 
failings that include losing too 
many trials, bad decision-making 
and problems with domestic vio¬ 
lence cases.

TABLET computer systems, which 
are replacing bedside charts, were 
shown to a health minister Lord 
Prior during a visit to Oxford’s 
hospitals last week. 

The Parliamentary Under 
Secretary was shown a digital 
programme called the System for 
Electronic Notification and 
Documentation, which involves 
staff inputting vital signs such as 
heart rate and blood pressure into 
tablet computers by patients’ beds, 
at the John Radcliffe Hospital. 


Linking to patient barcode 
wristbands to identify them, it also 
gives advice on how to manage 
patient care and displays any 
deterioration in their condition. 

Dr Peter Watkinson, a consultant 
in intensive care medicine, 
explained how SEND will work. 

The system is at Banbury’s 
Horton General Hospital, the 
Churchill Hospital and Nuffield 
Orthopaedic Centre, Oxford and 
and will have been rolled out at the 
JR by the end of August.

A BOWLS tournament 
played in memory of Sec¬ 
ond World War veterans 
has made a comeback af¬ 
ter a gap of four years. 

The Burma Star Memorial 
Cup competition was played 
for many years in the Ban¬ 
bury area in honour of for¬ 
mer servicemen who served 
in the Burma Campaign be¬ 
tween 1941 and 1945. 

Last week, eight teams took 
part in a revitalised competi¬ 
tion in Adderbury after a re¬ 
quest from a veteran’s widow 
that the tournament be rein¬ 
stated. 

Alan Orchard, a keen bowl¬ 
er in Banbury, had previously 
kept the cup but when he died 
last year aged 89, his wife 
Sheelagh asked Adderbury 
Bowls Club if they would take 
on the organisation. 

Mrs Orchard said: “It has 
been a wonderful afternoon 
and Alan would have been so 
pleased to see his wish come 
true.

to all Burma veterans.” 

The cup was originally 
bought by the Burma Star 
Bowls Club, formed in the 
1960s by local veterans, and 
for many years was played for 
by Banbury bowls clubs. 

But over the years veterans 
became fewer in numbers and 
those remaining were too old 
and frail to organise the tour¬ 
nament - last held in 2012. 

Fittingly, this year’s event 
was also held on the first an¬ 
niversary of Mr Orchard’s 
death. 

Adderbury Bowls Club cap¬ 
tain Bryan Ogilvie said: “This 
club is proud to have been 
asked to host this competi¬ 
tion. 

“It is our intention to run it 
every year and if this year is 
anything to go by, it will con¬ 
tinue to be a successful day of 
great bowls.” 

Teams from Adderbury, 
Banbury, Bloxham, Woodford 
Halse, Middle Barton, Byfield 
and Moreton-in-Marsh all 
took part. Moreton-in-Marsh 
were the winners on the day, 
and received the trophy from 
Mrs Orchard.

Force aims to protect officers 


THAMES Valley Police is to 
adopt a seven point plan to 
protect police officers from 
assaults. 

More than 900 officers in the 
force were attacked while on 
duty last year. The 
programme starts with the 
assertion that assaults on 
officers should be 
investigated to the same high 
standards as those applied to 
the investigation of assaults 
on members of the public. 

It goes on to state the victim 
code applies to all victims, 
whether police officers and 
staff or members of the 


public. It also states the 
injured officer’s supervisor 
must ensure their divisional 
commander is made aware to 
provide welfare support. 

The assaulted officer and 
their supervisor must 
complete an accident report 
and to achieve a successful 
prosecution, the best 
evidence must be provided. 

Graham Smith, Chairman 
of Thames Valley Police 
Federation said: “Gone are 
the days when we should be 
expected to be assaulted and 
accept that it is part of the 
job.”

LIVES could be put at risk 
if developers are allowed to 
build up to 60 new homes on 
the edge of a North Oxford¬ 
shire village, campaigners 
have warned. 

Brasenose College has pro¬ 
posed to build on the site off 
Station Road in Cropredy, but 
villagers say the new devel¬ 
opment will disrupt the char¬ 
acter of the town and lead to 
overcrowding. 

Residents in the village, 
which has a population of 
about 800, have now started a 
campaign and petition in an 
effort to stop the application 
from being accepted. 

Jesse Crosse, a member of 
the action group CROPPERS 
(Cropredy Residents Oppos¬ 
ing Planning Permission on 
Exquisite Rural Sites), said: 
“Villagers are concerned 
about many aspects of the 
proposal including the lu¬ 
dicrously high volume of 
traffic entering Station Road 
which is extremely busy at 
peak periods. 

“No doubt the developer 
will present favourable traf¬ 
fic volume statistics but 
in real-world terms, locals 
know how congested the road 
can get. 

“This is especially the case 
at school run time when 
there is a large influx of cars 
bringing children to school. 

“We believe lives may be 
put at risk if this goes ahead. 
The whole idea is absurd and 
all the residents know it.” 

The proposal comes two 
years after an application 
was submitted by David Wil¬ 
son Homes to build 67 homes 
on the land, close to Spring 
Lane. 


But the plans were with¬ 
drawn following objections 
from villagers. 

Mr Crosse, who lives on 
Cherry Fields which runs 
parallel to Spring Lane, add¬ 
ed: “Families moved in to 
their Spring Lane homes ex¬ 
pecting the secluded position 
was protected by a conserva¬ 
tion area. 

“Now they face the pros¬ 
pect of over 100 cars pass¬ 
ing within a few feet of their 


doors at peak periods with 
a steady stream of vehicles 
throughout the day. 

“If the application suc¬ 
ceeds their village life will 
be converted into an urban 
existence they didn’t choose, 
noise and exhaust emissions 
from vehicles queuing to get 
on to Station Road in the 
mornings pervading their 
homes.” 

As part of the campaign 
last week members of CROP¬ 


PERS knocked on 283 doors 
to record the views of house 
owners. Of those, 56 were 
empty because of the holiday 
season while 203, 89 per cent 
of those asked, were “strong¬ 
ly opposed” to the develop¬ 
ment. 

Developer Catesby Estates, 
working on behalf of the col¬ 
lege, held a public meeting 
in the village on June 15 and 
heard objections from cam¬ 
paigners. 


Mr Crosse, an automotive 
journalist, said the village 
was deeply disappointed 
with the college. 

He added: “Brasenose con¬ 
tinues to disregard the dis¬ 
tress it is causing to many 
people in this close-knit com¬ 
munity, many of whom have 
lived here for generations.” 

No one from Brasenose Col¬ 
lege was available for com¬ 
ment before the Banbury 
Cakewent to print.

Challenge on children’s Extra cash for 
homes rejected by court need y students 


A HIGH Court challenge against plans 
to cut funding to more than half of Ox¬ 
fordshire’s children’s centres has been 
dismissed. 

Oxfordshire County Council was fac¬ 
ing a judicial review of the process that 
led to its controversial reorganisation 
of children’s services, which are due to 
come into effect next year. 

But yesterday afternoon the High 
Court confirmed the case has been dis¬ 
missed. Mr Justice Langstaff is due to 
hand down a ruling on a separate day. 

The decision was welcomed by the 
county council, which said it would 
continue with the changes to children’s 
centres. 

Melinda Tilley, cabinet member for 
children, education and families added: 
“Clearly I’m pleased with the decision 
of the High Court to dismiss the appli¬ 
cation for the judicial review. 

“It has been a matter the council has 
taken extremely seriously 


“We have sought to defend our deci¬ 
sions throughout, and are pleased that 
the court’s decision now brings these 
particular matters to a close. 

“We are creating a new service that 
will meet the needs and aspirations of 
some of the most vulnerable children in 
Oxfordshire. 

“I’m very aware of the strength of 
feeling in relation to this, and have al¬ 
ways sought to reassure the users of 
our children’s centres that we will do 
all we can to continue to provide needed 
support and help.” 

The bid for a judicial review was 
launched by two parents on behalf of 
their children, who cannot be named 
for legal reasons. 

They were not available for comment 
last night. 

The council shake-up could result in 
funding being pulled from 31 of 44 chil¬ 
dren’s centres and two of seven early 
intervention hubs after March. 


SCHOOLS in Oxfordshire will be hand¬ 
ed £18.7m in the next academic year to 
help their “disadvantaged” pupils. 

New figures from the Department for 
Education showed 17,677 of the 81,449 
pupils in the county would be eligible 
for pupil premium money from Septem¬ 
ber. 

Almost one in three pupils in Oxford 
East are eligible, a higher percentage 
than any other part of Oxfordshire. 

Pupil premium is given to schools to 
raise the attainment of disadvantaged 
pupils and close the gap with their 
more affluent peers, as well as support¬ 
ing children whose parents serve in the 
armed forces. 

Schools may use the money in a num¬ 
ber of different ways, such as hiring 
more staff to work with disadvantaged 
children or buying more books and 
learning materials to help them. 

Primary schools get £1,320 for each 
eligible child while secondary schools 
get £935.

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Deep message submerged 
in beautiful tale of the sea 


SHE’S long campaigned for a 
sequel to the Oscar-winning 
Finding Nemo, but even El¬ 
len DeGeneres - who voiced 
blue tang Dory in the 2003 
underwater animation - nev¬ 
er imagined that when it did 
eventually happen, she’d be 
the main character. 

“It really just became content 
for my show,” the 58-year-old 
says of her 13-year-long cru¬ 
sade, which she made no secret 
of on her popular syndicated 
talk show, The Ellen DeGeneres 
Show 

“Every sequel that came out 
for every other movie, it was 
just like, ‘Oh my God, are you 
kidding me?’ And then it just be¬ 
came a running joke.” 

After a pause, teasing, she 
adds: “He ruined it,” referring to 
director and Pixar veteran An¬ 
drew Stanton. “My joke is over, 
because he did [make a sequel]. 
Now I have no more jokes.” 

But if anyone can anticipate 
their voice being heard, it’s mul- 
ti-Emmy-winning DeGeneres, 
who has a collective total of 120 
million social media followers. 

That’s not always been the 
case, though. Before landing 
her hit talk show, now in its 13th 
season, just a few months after 
Finding Nemo opened in cin¬ 
emas, the Louisiana-born host, 
comedian, actress and writer 
hadn’t worked in three years. 

“I had no job offers at the 
time,” she recalls, quick to cred¬ 
it Stanton for giving her a valu¬ 
able platform with Pixar, the 
animation studios also behind 
hits Inside Out, Toy Story and 
WALL-E. 

Finding Nemo, she says, “cer¬ 
tainly saved my life in many 
ways”. 


“And just the confidence An¬ 
drew had [in me],” she adds. “I 
don’t know if he was even aware 
of my situation because he’s so 
emerged in his world; he prob¬ 
ably didn’t realise I wasn’t work¬ 
ing and that I wasn’t desirable. 

“If he knew I wasn’t desirable, 
he may not have asked for me,” 
she teases. “People would have 
said, ‘Why do you want her?”’ 

Far from just good timing, De¬ 
Generes shone as the upbeat, 
friendly blue fish, who captured 
the audience’s heart with her 
short-term memory loss and 
quirky lines (‘Just keep swim¬ 
ming!’), and deserves to take 
centre sea in its 3D computer- 
animated follow-up. 

A tale of self-acceptance, the 
movie catches up with Dory one 
year on, and finds her living hap¬ 
pily in the reef with Marlin (Al¬ 
bert Brooks) and Nemo (Hayden 
Rolence). The tide turns, how¬ 
ever, when she suddenly re¬ 
members she has a family, and 
embarks on a life-changing ad¬ 
venture across the ocean in a bid 
to find them. 

Enlisting the help of her 
friends and three of California’s 
prestigious Marine Life Insti¬ 
tute’s (MLI) most intriguing 
residents - Hank (Ed O’Neill), 
a cantankerous octopus who fre¬ 
quently gives employees the slip; 
Bailey (Ty Burrell), a beluga 
whale convinced his biological 
sonar skills are on the fritz; and 
near-sighted whale shark Des¬ 
tiny (Kaitlin Olson) - Dory dis¬ 
covers the magic within flaws, 
friendships and family. 

“It’s amazing to me that Dory 
has resonated with people so 
much,” muses DeGeneres of the 
film-makers’ decision to focus 
on Dory’s past. 

“Dory was such a big part of 
Finding Nemo that it makes

Truly, Madly, Guilty by Liane Mori-

The Australian author of the 
international bestselling books The 
Husband's Secret and Big Little Lies 
(which is set to become an HBO TV 
series in the US), is back with her 
latest domestic thriller.

WORK has finished on a new 
state-of-the-art headquarters 
for one of the Banbury’s best- 
known employers. 

The complex, which is the size 
almost two football pitches, near 
Junction 11 of the M40, will be 
ready for hundreds of staff from 
cleaning company Karcher UK to 
move in this Autumn.

Campaigners’ 
hope as drug 
shows promise 

CAMPAIGNERS for better treatment of 
Alzheimer’s disease in Oxfordshire have 
welcomed a groundbreaking drug that 
reportedly stopped brain deterioration 
for the first time. 

Research presented by scientists at the 
Alzheimer’s Association International 
Conference 2016 showed the drug LMTX 
may slow brain shrinkage in some people 
with the disease by up to a third. 

Jeannie Pyle, Alzheimer’s Society 
services manager for Oxfordshire, said 
the result was not conclusive but offered 
glimmers of hope. 

She added: “While it’s disappointing to 
see another large clinical trial for 
Alzheimer’s disease fail to meet its goal, 
there appears to have been some striking 
improvements for the subset of people 
who took the drug on its own. There are 
still lots of questions to answer before we 
know how promising this new treatment 
could be, but after years of failure we are 
now starting to see glimmers of hope for 
dementia drug trials.” 

She said scientists still needed to 
discover why the drug didn’t appear to 
work in those already taking different 
medication for Alzheimer’s disease. 

The LMTX drug failed to meet its goal 
of improving cognition, including 
attention, memory and language, and 
ability to carry out everyday tasks in 891 
people with Alzheimer’s disease. 

But when the 85 per cent of participants 
already taking existing treatments for 
the symptoms of Alzheimer’s disease 
were excluded, researchers reported 
improvements in cognition, functional 
abilities and brain volume among those 
taking LMTX.

Travel with confidence 
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T he Olympic Games this 
year will be held in Rio 
de Janeiro, Brazil. The 
city is the second-most 
populous in Brazil and won the 
bid to host the Olympics by 
seeing off competition from rival 
cities such as Madrid, Tokyo 
and Chicago. 

The main venues will be 
spread between four zones - 
Barra, Copacabana, Deodoro 
and Maracana - and they are all 
connected by high-performance 
transport. 

This means that almost 50 per 
cent of the athletes will be able 
to get to their event venues in 
less than 10 minutes, and almost 
75 per cent will do so in less 
than 25 minutes. 

The events will take place in 32 
different venues in Rio, with the 
legendary Maracana stadium 
hosting arguably the biggest 
events. 


The Maracana - which dates 
back to 1950 and was recently 
modernised for the 2014 football 
World Cup - will host the finals 
of the football tournaments as 
well as the all-important opening 
and closing ceremonies. 

The stadium is the largest 
venue being used for the 
Games, with a capacity of 
78,838. 

It is the home of two football 
clubs in Brazil - Fluminense and 
Flamengo - as well as Brazil’s 
national squad. 

Along with the 32 venues in 
Rio, there will also be five 
stadiums outside of the host city 
used to accommodate the 
earlier stages of the football 
tournaments. 

One of the other big arenas to 
be used will be the Estadio 
Oh'mpico Joao Havelange, which 
is usually the home ground of 
the football club Botafogo. 


The football club refers to the 
stadium as Estadio Nilton 
Santos, after Nilton Santos (who 
is regarded as one of the sport’s 
greatest defenders), but had an 
official name-change request 
rejected. 

The stadium can hold a 
capacity of 46,931 and will host 
some of the football matches, as 
well as athletics - specifically 
the track and field events. 

One of the other larger-capac¬ 
ity venues worth a mention is the 
Sambodromo. It consists of a 
700m-stretch of street which has 
been converted into a perma¬ 
nent parade ground with seating 
on either side. 

This festival ground is tradition¬ 
ally the stage for samba school 
parades during carnivals. 

For the Games, the Sambodro- 
mo will play host to archery and 
the marathon - having recently 
gone through structural work to 
accommodate these events. 


The Sambodromo, built in 
1984, previously held a capacity 
of around 70,000 spectators but 
recent construction work (in¬ 
cluding incorporating an old 
Brahma factory) has seen the 
venue’s capacity rise to 90,000. 

With these three venues, along 
with the others around Rio, the 
Games are sure to provide a lot 
of spectacle - Brazil is known 
for its parties, after all.

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The Tokyo 2020 committee listed 
the following criteria for new sports: 
added value; youth appeal; attrac¬ 
tiveness for TV, media and the 
general public; gender equality; 
minimum impact on the number of 
events and/or quotas, infrastructure 
and operational costs and complex¬ 
ity. 




In 2013, wrestling was dropped 
from the core sports list, opening 
up a place for another sport but 
later in a U-turn it was voted back 
on the list. In 2009, rugby and golf 
were selected to make a 
comeback which is why they’re on 
this year’s Olympic programme. 


DISCONTINUED EVENTS 


This year there are 28 sports in 
competition, 42 disciplines and 
306 medal events - four more than 
at the Games in London in 2012 
because of the return of golf and 
rugby (there will be two tourna¬ 
ments for each of these sports, 
one for men and one for women). 


Added to this is a large number of 
discontinued events from sports 
that are still on the programme, 
such as the swimming events of 
plunge for distance and underwater 
swimming, the track and field events 
of the standing high jump and 
tug-of-war, and pigeon shooting and 
duelling pistol.

Owain Doull - cycling 

WHEN Sir Chris Hoy and co 
hung up their cycling shorts 
many thought Team GB would no 
longer be a force in the 
velodrome. 

But we’re continually producing 
world-class cyclists. 

One such star is 22-year-old

Owain Doull from Wales, who 
rides for Sir Bradley Wiggins’ 
cycling team and will be joining 
Team Sky after the Olympics. 
Doull’s achievements includes 
silver and bronze medals at the 
Commonwealth Games, two gold 
medals from the past three 
European Track Championships, 
and back-to-back silvers in the 
Team Pursuit World. 

Bianca Walkden - taekwondo 

WALKDEN is one of Team GB’s 
best medal hopes and a trawl 
through her Twitter profile will tell 
you why - “European Champion, 
World Champion, on the road 
fighting to become Olympic 
Champion!” 

No wonder she’s confident. 
Since 2008, she’s picked up 
more medals than you have 
fingers on your hands including a 
gold at the 2015 


the second Brit to do so. Most 
recent wins include the +73kg 
final at the German Open as part 
of a hat trick of gold medals for 
GB Taekwondo. She has 
shrugged off two long-term knee 
injuries so is looking strong. 

Eilidh Doyle - athletics 

DOYLE’S (nee Child) first compet¬ 
itive race under her married 
name, Doyle nailed victory in a 
Diamond League event in Doha - 
her fastest ever season opener. 

This followed a successful two 
years where she took gold at the 
European Championships and 
silver in the Commonwealth 
Games. 

The 400m hurdler will need to 
shave half a second off her 
personal best to be a serious gold 
medal contender.

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Savannah Marshall - 
boxing 

IN women’s boxing, 
everyone’s heard of 
flyweight Nicola Adams. 

But, up at middle¬

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CHRIS HOY 

Scot Sir Chris Hoy MBE is GB’s 
most successful Olympic athlete of 
all time, with six gold medals in track 
cycling and one silver. Chris won his 
K first Olympic gold in Athens 2004. 
He won three more in Beijing and 
returned to the UK as a national 
hero and sporting celebrity. He won 
a further two in London to surpass 
the gold medal tally of rower, Sir 
Steven Redgrave. 

STEVE REDGRAVE & MATTHEW 
PINSENT 

Yes, two for the price of one. Sir 
Steve took gold in five consecutive 
Games from 1984 to 2000 - in the 
coxed four, the coxless fours, and 
three in the coxless pairs as one 
half of the legendary partnership 
with Matthew Pinsent. Pinsent 
bagged four rowing golds from 1992 
to 2004 - the first three with 
Redgrave, later proving he could do 
it without Sir Steve when he took 
coxless-four gold at Athens 2004. 

BRADLEY WIGGINS 

Nearly a professional footballer (he 
had trials at West Ham as a junior), 
Sir Bradley’s London 2012 gold 
medal in the road time trial - his 
fourth gold and seventh Olympic 
medal in all - took him ahead of 
rower Steve Redgrave at the top of 
the list of British Olympic medal 
winners. 

HEATHER STANNING & HELEN 
GLOVER 

Not to be outdone by the men, 
Heather Stanning, a Royal Artillery 
captain, and Helen Glover, a PE 
teacher, became the first British 
women to win an Olympic rowing 


gold medal, at the same time deliv¬ 
ering the first gold for Team GB at 
London 2012. Amazingly, they 
paired up just three years earlier. 

SEBASTIAN COE 

Now Lord Coe and chairman of the 
British Olympic Association, instru¬ 
mental in bringing the Olympics to 
London in 2012, Coe was beaten to 
gold by rival Steve Ovett in the 
800m, his speciality, in 1980. But he 
hit back to take 1,500m gold. Four 
years later in LA he again took 
800m silver and 1,500m gold. 

NICOLE COOKE 

Welsh cyclist Cooke won gold at the 
2008 Beijing Games in the Women’s 
Road Race, the first for Britain in 
this discipline. She also became the 
first cyclist, male or female, to 
become the road race World 
Champion and Olympic gold medal¬ 
list in the same year. 

MO FARAH 

Farah added the 5,000m gold to his 
10,000m victory at London 2012, 
creating history with a time of 
13mins 41.66secs. Before Farah, 
only six men in history had ever 
completed the Olympic distance 
double. His success is all the more 
incredible given his upbringing: 
born in Somalia, he moved to Britain 
aged eight unable to speak English. 

BEN AINSLIE 

Ben Ainslie clinched his fourth 
straight gold medal at London 2012 
to become the most decorated 
Olympic sailor in history. Ainslie, 
who also won silver in 1996, 
overtook Dane Paul Elvstrom, who 
won four golds up to 1960. 


BECKY ADLINGTON 

Adlington won 400m and 800m free¬ 
style titles in Beijing 2008, breaking 
a 19-year-old world record in the m 
800-metre final. She was Britain’s 
first Olympic swimming champ 
since Adrian Moorhouse at Seoul in ^ 
1988, and the first British swimmer 
to win two Olympic golds since 
1908. She won bronze in the same 
two events at London 2012. 

DALEY THOMPSON 

The decathlon was one of the least 
popular athletic spectator events 
until Thompson, whose flamboyance 
captured the hearts of a nation. He 
won gold in 1980 and 1984, 
becoming only the second person 
in Olympic history to claim the de¬ 
cathlon gold twice, and broke the 
world record for the event four 
times. 

DAME KELLY HOLMES 

Brought up in a council house in 
Kent, Holmes served as a sergeant 
in the army before devoting herself 
to athletics full-time in 1997, making 
history with the 800m and 1,500m 
double in Athens seven years later 
in 2004. 

LINFORD CHRISTIE 

The legendary lunchbox took 100m 
gold at Barcelona 1992 at the ripe 
old age of 32. He is the only British 
man to have won gold medals in the 
100 metres at all four major compe¬ 
titions: the Olympics, World Champi¬ 
onships, European Championships 
and Commonwealth Games. He was 
the first European to break the 10- 
second barrier in the 100m and still 
holds the British record. 
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... And ones NOT to even bother 
with... 


SPORTS FOR BEGINNERS 


Fencing 

With 300 or so fencing clubs in the 
UK, even toddlers can get involved 
using foam swords. There’s disabili¬ 
ty-friendly fencing too. And injuries 
are rare - it’s surprisingly one of the 
safest sports out there so even 
novices won’t end up inflicting GBH 
on their opponents! 

You’ll have the chance to make 
history too: Britain’s sole Olympic 
gold in fencing came over half a 
century ago and no medals of any 
colour have been won since 1964. 

Clubs are organised within sports 
centres, youth clubs, schools, 
colleges and universities. Many offer 
evening classes. 

It’s not expensive to start. Most 
clubs’ membership fee includes the 
cost of tuition and hire of equipment. 


Four-man bobsleigh 

OK, bear with us on this one. Yes, 
it’s very fast and you have to wear a 
helmet so it must be dangerous, 
right? 

Well, yes, but for at least three of 
the team members involved in a 
four-man bobsleigh, their Olympic 
duties can be summarised as: push 
then sit. There’s also a kind of tricky 
little jump that involves probably a 
thousand subtleties that we may not 
be appreciating, but otherwise it 
seems pretty doable. Well, it was in 
Cool Runnings... 


F ancy yourself as a future 
Olympian but not done 
anything remotely active 
since the school egg and spoon 
race? 

The greatest sportsmen and 
women from around the world will 
be in Rio shortly, competing in 
events ranging from athletics to 
wrestling, badminton to weightlift¬ 
ing. 

Some have gone down in history 
for their heroic journey from 
novice to national hero - think ski 
jumper Eddie “The Eagle” Edwards 
- and inspired others to follow in 
their footsteps (or ski tracks). 

So if you fancy a slice of the 
glory, just how possible is it to go 
from a sofa-dweller to a medal-win¬ 
ning Olympic athlete? Which are 
the “easiest” disciplines to get 
into for the greatest chance of 
success? 

Here’s our tongue-in-cheek 
guide to a few that might offer you 
the best chance of podium place. 

Archery 

Archers in the Olympics have to hit a 
target the size of a beermat from a 
distance of seven bus lengths. 
Sounds fairly straightforward, 
doesn’t it? 

Perhaps not, but since archery 
does not require mobility it is open to 
all ages and abilities, with the gold 
medal in the 1904 Olympics won by 
64-year-old American Galen Carter 
Spencer. And with a bit of practice, 
who knows - you could soon be 
hitting the “gold ring” (don’t, 
whatever you do, call it the bullseye). 

And with more than 1,100 Archery 
UK clubs across the country, one 
shouldn’t be too far away from you.

Synchronised swimming 

If you’re going to put in all that effort, 
you want it to be for a sport that’s not 
just plain ridiculous. 


Table tennis 

Millions of us play already - who 
hasn’t had a game of ping-pong on a 
tatty old table on holiday? So we’ve 
probably got the basics sorted 
already. 


Table tennis is dominated by China 
so, with a bit of effort, there’s a 
chance to make your mark flying the 
flag for Britain. At elite level, it’s really 
fast. Yes, the ball travels at speeds of 
10Omph and is struck more than 180 
times in a minute - about three shots 
a second - but even the Chinese 
had to start somewhere. 

Buy a cheap table to stick in the 
garage or join a club - hourly rates 
for hiring a court begin around £5 a 
session - and you don’t even need 
to go outside to brave the elements. 
Bats and balls are cheap to buy too. 
Now all you need to do is put in 
some serious practice... 

Any team-based sport 

The very nature of team-based 
sports requires squads many of 
which never get to take off their 
warm-up gear. 

Even if you do, hopefully the heroic 
efforts of your team-mates will make 
up for any failings you may have. 

So if your aim is just to make it to 
the Olympics, but not necessarily 
actually take part or win a medal, 
getting into a team sport like curling, 
water polo, lacrosse or volleyball 
might be your best bet. 


Boxing 

Too much chance of serious injury, 
too much like hard work. 

Sprinting 

You’ll never beat Usain Bolt so why 
bother? 
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T he Olympics may have 
started out simply as a 
showcase of amateur 
sporting prowess, but it’s now big 
business. 

In fact, it’s one of the biggest 
brands in the world. 

Originally dedicated to the gods, 
but now seemingly devoted to the 
dollar, this he four-yearly sporting 
spectacular was estimated to be 
worth $47.5 billion at the time of 
the London 2012 Games, accord¬ 
ing to US valuation specialist 
Brand Finance. 

That put it behind only Apple 
($70.6 billion) and above Google 
($47.4 billion) as the world’s most 
valuable brand. 

These figures place the 
Olympics well above its major 
sponsors, such as Samsung 
($38.2 billion), General Electric 
($33.2 billion) and Coca-Cola 
($31.1 billion). 

Just over a century after Pierre 
de Coubertin founded the modern 
Olympics in Athens, the event is 
worth 134 times the National Bank 
of Greece ($354 million). 

While the Greek economy is all 
but crippled in these difficult 
economic times, the Olympics is 


experiencing phenomenal finan¬ 
cial growth. 

These numbers are expected to 
go up again as the Olympics land 
in Rio, with revenue expected to 
surpass the $6 billion mark. 

And as the IOC retains only 10 
per cent of its income to cover 
operating costs, this represents a 
healthy profit - much of which is 
put back into developing sport 
worldwide. 

Sponsorship and licensing 

More than just providing products 
and services for the Olympics, 
companies pay billions to become 
partners, sponsors, supporters 
and suppliers and use the 
Olympics to promote their own 
aims. 

Some of the world’s major inter¬ 
national companies, from Co¬ 
ca-Cola and Panasonic to General 
Electric and Visa, will be joining 
Brazil’s leading industrial 
concerns to pump in billions of 
pounds to fund the Rio Games. 
For many, it will be the largest 
and most important marketing in¬ 
vestment they ever make. 

Yet the Olympics are unique in 
the world of sports events in for¬ 


bidding any form of advertising in 
the stadium or on the athletes. So 
the billions of worldwide TV 
viewers will not see any sponsors’ 
names around the track. From just 
watching an Olympic broadcast, 
you would not know who the 
sponsors are. 

So why are all these companies 
associating themselves with the 
Games if there is no discernible 
benefit? 

Put simply, Olympic sponsorship 
is not about awareness, it is about 
building affinity with the consumer. 
The Olympics offer a unique 
platform for companies to develop 
and enhance their own brand 
identity, by “borrowing” the values 
of the Olympic brand. 

The Olympic Games value 
honour, integrity, determination 
and commitment to excellence, 
qualities most companies aspire 
to. The Olympics’ attributes, such 
as dignified, worldly, global, 
modern, multicultural and 
dynamic, project a positive image 
of the sponsors. 

And there’s a hefty return on in¬ 
vestment for those who sign 
Olympic partnership deals. 


GE, which paid $200 million for 
sponsorship rights at London 
2012, reportedly earned back its 
investment in full and has used its 
Olympic links to win big contracts 
in host nations, particularly in de¬ 
veloping nations such as China 
(after Beijing 2008).

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COCA-COLA’S HISTORY 

Coca-Cola has been an Olympic partner since 1928. 
A senior executive explained why: “We have to con¬ 
stantly market our beverages in a way that creates the 
impression that there’s more than just the liquid in the 
package, something refreshing the spirit. The 
Olympics do that for us. All that fun and excitement, 
and global nature accrues to an image that, at a given 
point in time, makes people pick our product up, 
versus a lot of other choices out there.”

• Hope and optimism. The Olympics offer hope for a better world, using sport competition 
for all and without discrimination as an example and a lesson on humanity.

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THE LEGACY OF LONDON 



ONCE the competition is over, the 
medals have been awarded and the 
athletes have returned home, what is 
the lasting effect of the Olympic Games 
on the host nation - and the billions of 
people who have viewed the specta¬ 
cle? 

Will future generations be inspired to 
become more active? Will deprived 
communities be regenerated? Will 
economies be boosted, profiles raised, 
people and places put on the map?; 
new courts and pitches built for people 
to play on? 

London 2012 was dubbed “Every¬ 
one’s Olympics” and “Everyone 
Olympic” - and from the very start 
aimed to inspire participation at a 
grassroots level and leave a lasting 
sporting and cultural legacy for the 
nation. 

Despite their grandeur, the Games of 
the past have essentially been a stage 
for elite athletes to perform incredible 
feats, watched by a somewhat narrow 
audience. But London 2012 aimed to 
bring the Olympics off this pedestal 
and on to the streets; to motivate 
ordinary people and to show that 
Olympic values apply to everyone. 

This work began long before the 
opening ceremony. 

In the run-up to the Games, sponsor 
Adidas held events at schools nation¬ 


wide to generate interest. Afterwards, 
Aardman Animations - creators of 
Wallace & Gromit - teamed up with 
Tate to make a film that involved 
35,000 children in its production, 
thanks to £3 million of funding from 
Legacy Trust UK, an independent 
charity set up to create a cultural and 
sporting legacy from the 2012 Olympic 
and Paralympic Games. 

To ensure the whole country felt part 
of the Games, the Olympic torch 
travelled throughout the UK en route to 
its final destination. In the same spirit, 
several sporting events including 
football and sailing were held many 
miles away from London. 

And, in a move that became known 
as “PIF” (People in Front), at every 
event the seats closest to the action 
were reserved for the public. Sponsors 
and other delegates were - unusually 
for occasions of this stature - seated 
higher up in the stands. 

Today, London’s Olympic site is still 
actively playing a part in the communi¬ 
ty. One year after the closing 
ceremony, the Olympic Stadium 
welcomed back big crowds for the 
Anniversary Games and is now West 
Ham’s permanent new ground. 

As for the rest of the site, the Olympic 
Village in East London - now known as 
East Village - is now a place to live, 


work and visit. It is home to more than 
4,500 people, with commercial space 
available to let in the former Press and 
Broadcast Centres, which has been 
transformed into a digital quarter. 

The Queen Elizabeth Olympic Park 
reopened more than two years after 
the Games finished as a huge public 
outdoor recreation space (the size of 
Hyde Park and Kensington Gardens 
combined) boasting an aquatic centre, 
cycling park, multi-use sporting facili¬ 
ties, outdoor performance areas, as 
well as mountain biking trails, acres of 
woods and wildlife habitats and attrac¬ 
tions like The Orbit - Britain’s largest 
sculpture crafted from 2,000 tonnes of 
steel. 

This is in stark contrast to other host 
cities such as Sydney, which wasted 
the best part of a decade working out 
what to do with its Olympic Park. 

Barcelona has hardly used its iconic 
diving pool and aquatics centre (apart 
from 2013’s World Championships) 
and Beijing’s Olympic Stadium, has 
been mothballed as a tourist attraction. 

In the end, the lasting legacy of the 
Games can’t be assessed for many 
years to come, but it’s hoped that the 
current climate of austerity and local 
authority budget cuts doesn’t prevent 
the dreams, ideals and aspirations of 
London 2012 from coming to fruition.

Used Car Road Test

Muscular looking, urban friendly 



Introduction 

Kia hugely improved third gen¬ 
eration Sportage managed to 
steal sales from both Qashqai- 
like Crossovers and RAV4-like 
compact SUVs. With design flair 
matched to engineering sophisti¬ 
cation, it proved to be a very 
complete - and very desirable - 
family car. But how is it as a used 
buy? 

The History 

Launched in 2010, this Kia had 
almost nothing in common with 
its dumpy, unappealing predeces¬ 
sor - and was all the better for it. 
SUV-like it might be, but it deliv¬ 
ers its virtues in a strikingly 
designed package that proved to 
be much easier for many ordi¬ 
nary buyers to live with than any 
RAV4, CR-V or Freelander. Most 
of those people were quite happy 
with the 2WD models that made 
up the majority of the range, but 
as all-weather, all-wheel drive 
family transport, the 4x4 ver¬ 
sions also have plenty to offer. 
Ultimately, what this car claims 
to represent is a design that 
blends the best features of 
Qashqai-like Crossovers with 
RAV4-like soft-roading small 
SUVs. It sold until early 2015 
when it was replaced by an all- 


new fourth generation version. 

What To Look For 

Our surveys found a mostly sat¬ 
isfied bunch of Sportage owners. 
We did come across a few who 
had issues with electronics, spe¬ 
cifically the TFT screens. Be var¬ 
ious suspicious of anything that 
looks like it may have gone off 
road - this car really wasn’t built 
for that. And look for the usually 
interior trim tears and scuffed 
alloys. Other than that, it’s a 
clean bill of health. Kia’s bril¬ 
liant seven-year warranty 
arrangement means that these 
vehicles very rarely fall into pre¬ 
mature neglect. 

On The Road 

Behind the wheel, the feeling is 
far more RAV4 and Freelander 
SUV-like than the more ordinary 
family hatch-like feel of the 
Nissan Qashqais and Peugeot 
3008s that Kia says this car com¬ 
petes against. A lot of buyers 
will think that a very good thing. 
It’s certainly impressive the way 
that the designers have managed 
to combine a commanding driv¬ 
ing position with a seat that’s 
easy to slide in and out of. High¬ 
sided flanks, a nose invisible 
from the driver’s seat and a small 


rear window do make this a car 
that demands a little adjustment 
if you’re trading up from some¬ 
thing more conventional, but 
once you adapt, you should find 
this Sportage to be an easy thing 
to live with. 

Of course, you won’t need us to 
tell you that this car isn’t intend¬ 
ed for those planning a jungle 
expedition. At the other extreme, 
it’ll be equally ineffective if you 
want to corner Lewis Hamilton¬ 
like on your door handles, a pas¬ 
time far more suited in this sec¬ 
tor to cars like Ford’s Kuga or 
Nissan Qashqai. So what exactly 
does it offer? Well, something 
that’s probably far better suited 
to the kind of driving that most 
potential family buyers will actu¬ 
ally do. This Kia offers a softer, 
more relaxed approach that bal¬ 
ances body control, handling 
response and ride comfort aided 
by hi-tech multi-link rear sus¬ 
pension in a way that we’ve 
found to be very impressive 
indeed. If the Koreans had been 
able to make the variable assis¬ 
tance power steering a little 
more feelsome, it would have 
been even better still. 

Entry-level 114bhp 1.7-ltre CRDi 
diesel and 133bhp 1.6-litre GDI 
petrol models feature two-wheel 


drive only: we’d recommend the 
livelier feel of the petrol variant, 
its rest to sixty capability of 
10.7s making it one of the fastest 
MK3 Sportage variants you can 
buy Further up the range 
though, where you’ll need to ven¬ 
ture if you want automatic 
transmission or 4WD, diesel’s a 
firmly better bet, provided by the 
134bhp 2.0-litre CRDi diesel. This 
is basically a detuned version of 
the 2.2-litre unit used in Kia’s 
larger Sorrento, which means 
that it’s very good indeed, 
smooth and responsive, even if it 
doesn’t boast the ultimate power 
output featured by some of its 
direct rivals. Sixty from rest is 
10.9s away en route to 112mph, a 
performance return very similar 
to that of the much thirstier and 
therefore minority interest 
161bhp 2.0-litre petrol model, the 
only variant with a manual gear¬ 
box featuring five rather than 
six-speeds.. 

Both these models feature a 
clever Dymax intelligent 4WD 
system, Kia’s very proud of 
Dymax, emphasising its ‘intelli¬ 
gent’ aspect that enables the elec¬ 
tronics to anticipate when all¬ 
wheel drive will be needed, rath¬ 
er than simply reacting to chang¬ 
ing road conditions as other sim¬ 


ilar but less sophisticated sys¬ 
tems do. Should conditions turn 
slippery, your Sportage will 
switch automatically from being 
totally front-driven to being all¬ 
wheel driven, with up to 40% of 
its torque pushed towards the 
rear wheels. 

Overall 

Provided that you’re not expect¬ 
ing a really sporty Crossover or 
an off-roader in the traditional 
sense of the word, it’s hard to see 
how this MK3 model Kia 
Sportage would disappoint. It’s 
well built, it rides well, there’s a 
strong range of engines, a choice 
of front or four-wheel drive and - 
the clincher for many - it looks 
great. 

This South Korean brand has 
made huge strides in terms of 
design sophistication, engine 
efficiency and marketing savvy 
in recent years, all of which is 
reflected in this car. With Kias of 
the past you used to need a 
spreadsheet to explain the 
rationale behind your buying 
decision. Now all you need is a 
photo.

VW teams with ‘Beats Electronics’ 



VOLKSWAGEN hopes to gives its 
Polo supermini a fresh lease of life 
in ‘Beats’ special edition form. 
Jonathan Crouch takes a look. 

Ten Second Review 

Volkswagen’s Polo gets a touch 
trendier in appealing ‘Beats’ special 
edition form. The brand has teamed 
up with Californian audio special¬ 
ists Beats Electronics to create a 
smarter-looking supermini with 
high performance sound. 

Background 

The Volkswagen Polo. You know 
why you’d buy one: quality, class, 
high residuals: things like that. 
Qualities that are worthy but a little 
dull. So what about this, the Polo 
Beats special edition. It’s still a Polo, 
but one with a little more about it. 

As the name suggests, it gets a 
much better stereo, a 300-watt eight- 
channel system that’s very different 
to the set-up usually provided in this 
car. And it looks a little smarter 
inside and out as well, while also 
getting some of Volkswagen’s latest 
media connectivity options. There’s 
a wide choice of engines too. Plenty 
to like then. 

Driving Experience 

The Polo Beats features a range of 
EU6-compliant engines. Petrol 
options are two three-cylinder 1.0- 
litre MPI units with 60 or 75PS, plus 
a 1.2-litre four-cylinder TSI power- 


plant with 90PS that can also be 
ordered with DSG auto transmis¬ 
sion. Should you prefer to go diesel, 
there is a three-cylinder 1.4-litre TDI 
engine with 75PS. 

And on the road? For most Polo 
people, many potential owners 
being quite happy to trade the differ¬ 
ences that do exist for this 
Volkswagen model’s superior long 
distance refinement and more 
impressive ride. The ride in town is 
as good as it is on the open road, eas¬ 
ily shrugging off pock-marked 
urban surfaces. The steering system 
is nice to twirl around on city 
streets too, lacking the remote 
PlayStation feel of some rival elec¬ 
tric set-ups and combining with the 
large glass area to make parking a 
doddle. 

Design and Build 

The sharper looks of the Polo 
Beats back up its class-leading 
sound system, with standard equip¬ 
ment including 16-inch ‘Knight’ 
alloy wheels. In addition, you get 
darkened rear light clusters and 
65% tinted rear windows. The radia¬ 
tor grille is finished in ‘High Gloss 
Black’ and the car is enhanced with 
‘Flash Red’, ‘Pure White’ or ‘Black’ 
door mirrors with integrated indi¬ 
cators. A unique ‘Beats’ badge on 
the B-pillar combines with ‘Beats’ 
decals on the side skirts to complete 
the exterior styling additions. 

As well as additional speakers, the 


interior of the Polo Beats boasts 
‘Cortina Silver’ trim on the centre 
console and air vent surrounds 
along with leatherette door panels 
and chrome trim. The front and rear 
carpet mats have red stitching, 
while the doors have unique ‘Beats’ 
sill protectors. The sporty seats have 
Alcantara side bolsters and a special 
‘Beats’ cloth centre section, and 
there’s a streak of character 
through the seatbelts thanks to the 
addition of thin vertical red stripes. 
LED foot well lighting rounds off 
the cabin changes. As for practicali¬ 
ties, there’s a 280-litre boot which 
increases to 952-litres when the rear 
seats are folded down. 

Market and Model 

The Beats special edition slots into 
the Polo range just above ‘Match’ 
versions and prices start at just 
under £14,000 for the 1.0 BMT 60PS 
variant. So you’re looking at a pre¬ 
mium of around £1,000 over a Match 
model. Across the line-up, there’s 
the option to trade up from the 
three-door to the five-door bodystyle 
for a premium of £630. 

This Beats variant also adds 
Volkswagen’s Car-Net ‘App- 
Connect’, which combines the func¬ 
tionality of Apple ‘CarPlay’, Google 
‘Android Auto’ and ‘MirrorLink’ 
and allows the ‘mirroring’ of the 
smartphone display on the infotain¬ 
ment touchscreen via USB. 


Cost of Ownership 

Volkswagen has long been trying 
to drive down running costs using 
the clever BlueMotion Technology 
you’ll find on all Polo models. This 
includes much of the stuff we’re 
now getting familiar with on more 
efficient superminis, things like bat¬ 
tery regeneration to help utilise 
energy that would otherwise be lost 
under braking. And a Stop/Start 
system that cuts the engine when 
you don’t need it, stuck in traffic or 
waiting at the lights. 

The 1.0-litre petrol engine most 
will choose can squeeze 60.1 miles 
out of a gallon of 95 RON. The more 
powerful 75PS version of this engine 
isn’t going to send you to the wall 
either, recording 58.9mpg. 

Emissions for these two 1.0-litre 
units are 106 and 108g/km respec¬ 
tively 

The 1.2-litre TSI petrol unit is a 
great compromise between economy 
and effervescence, with a tiny turbo¬ 
charger boosting power to 90PS. 
Even here, you’ll get 60.1 miles per 
gallon, exactly the same as the 
entry-level 60PS 1.0-litre, with a 
near-identical 107g/km carbon 
emissions. If I had to identify the 
most attractive buy in the Polo 
range, it would probably be this 
powerplant, mated to the DSG gear¬ 
box if you’re not too cash-strapped. 

Summary 

This Beats edition Polo model will 


be welcomed by Volkswagen dealers, 
offering Wolfsburg’s solid supermi¬ 
ni a little more zip in the show¬ 
rooms. The Polo previously 
appealed on classy minimalism but 
most people these days want slick 
electronics and a greater feeling of 
design input inside their small cars. 
Volkswagen has responded and done 
so with typical thoroughness. 

Little about the Polo’s dynamics or 
efficiency are really best in class 
stuff. But what makes this car so 
good is that it’s there or thereabouts 
in most categories but doesn’t get 
beaten by anyone when it comes to 
perceived quality. Add to that the 
Beats edition embellishments and 
you have a very appealing little 
package. _
